School  Akkairs. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  School 
Committee,  held  Wednesday  af- 
ternoon, it  was  voted  to  establish 
an  intermediate  room  between 
the  primary  and  grammar  grades 
and  to  oiler  the  position  to  Miss 
Lizzie  C.  Bates  at  the  same  sal- 
ary now  paid  to  the  grammar 
school  teachers.

The  New  Postal  Law. 
On  and  after  the  first  day  of  Oc- 
tober, the  rate  of  postage  on  do- 
mestic mail  matter  of  the  first 
class  will  be  rendered  from  three 
cents  to  two  cents  per  ounce.  Af- 
ter this  reduction  goes  into  cfl'ect 
the  three  cent  denomination  of 
postage  stamps  and  stamped  en- 
elopes  will  be  but  little  used,  and  |men  of  the  tow 
it  will  be  good  policj*  for  purchas- 
ers to  lay  in  small  supplies  during 
next  month. 

The  department  has  adopted  a 
new  design  for  the  two  cent  stamp 
the  head  of  Washington  in  profile 
from  Houdon's  bust,  being  placed 
on  a  plain  tablet ;  above  the  oval 
trrounding  the  head  are  the 
ords  "United  States  Postage " 
and  underneath  the  tablet  are  the 
words  "Two  Cents".  Thestamp 
ill  be  printed  in  metallic  red. 
The  embossed  stamps  on  the  two- 
cent  stamped  envelopes  will  also 
bear  the  head  of  Washington.  A 
four  cent  denomination  of  postage 
stamp  and  stamped  envelopes  to 
cover  double  postage  under  the 
new  rate,  will  also  be  issued. 
The  design  embraces  die  head  of 
Jackson,  similar  to  that  on  the 
present  two  centstamps  and  enve- 
lopes. No  arrangements  have 
yet  been  made  for  the  redemption 
of  three-cent  stamps, and  stamped 
envelopes  of  the  present  design 
will  continue  to  be  valid  after  the 
first  of  October,  and  must  be  ac- 
cepted in  payment  of  postage 
whenever  offered  in  appropriate 
amounts.  Three-cent  stamps 
may  be  used  in  combination  with 
other  denominations  on  letters 
requiring  more  than  one  postage, 
and  on  parcels  of  third  and  fourth 
class  mail  matter.  The  P.  O. 
Department  will  be  ready  to  issue

jrlT-thrcc  or  forty-four  years  ago 
1  Harriet  Martincan  Ls  rcportcJ  10 
have -aid  that  in  Maj»m-litisetl»,  one  ol 
Ibe  most  high  civilized  and  advanced 
in  the  world,  there  were 
ilustries  open  to  women 
who  wanted  10  work.  They  might 
k.ssp  boarders,,  ur  scl  type,  or  tench 
needlework,  or  tevl  looms  in  cotton 
ills,  or  fold  and  slich  iu  book  hind- 
ics.  Thi '  stalctnenl  was  rolhcr  too 
definite,  became  there  were  other  forms 
of  labor  open  lo  them,  cspceiolly  those 
of  the  needle.  But  there  is  ro"  doubt 
opportunities  of  «olf>*uppoit 
for  women  by  honest  iud ualry  in  tome 
other  way  than  thai  of  domcsiie  *  moo 
were  very  few  nod  very  limited.
